Rail users 
face strike 
disruption 

TRAIN drivers and guards 
have voted "overwhelmingly" 
for strike action after a rail 
company's refusal to give 
a guarantee on the role of 
guards opening train doors. 

Rail union RMT has 
confirmed that drivers and 
guard members, as well 
as more than 200 Greater 
Anglia guards, voted by nine 
to one for strike action. 

Any possible strike is likely 
to affect rural services on 
the Greater Anglia network, 
including travel between 
Norwich and Ipswich to 
Cambridge. 

A spokesman for the RMT 
said that despite efforts by 
the union, Abellio, who 
operate the Greater Anglia 
service, have failed to 
provide assurances on the 
role and the responsibilities 
of the guards now and the 
length of the Greater Anglia 
franchise. 

The company is seeking 
to extend Driver-Only 
Operation across its network, 
saying job numbers will not 
be affected. 

But the RMT union claims 
driver-only operated trains 
are a threat to passenger 
safety and want guarantees 
over the role. 


Villagers’ power struggle 
over plans for generators 



CAMPAIGNERS are calling for sup¬ 
port to fight plans for a power station 
‘capable of powering twice the size of 
Cambridge’ could ruin their village. 

lohn Clarke, 31, a mechanical engi¬ 
neer from Swaffham Prior, has start¬ 
ed a campaign against the plans with 
Mike Haworth to build the power sta¬ 
tion in Burwell. 

The campaigners believe that if 
permitted by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, the generators could 
cause serious health problems to 
people in the area, as well as disturb 
local wildlife. 

“It will ruin our village,” said Mr 
Clarke. “The village will get worse. 

“The plans have been up for a 
month and no-one knew about it. 
It was described in the plans that 
it was for power generators, which 
gave the impression it was just two 
generators. 

“But the generators are capable of 
powering two cities the size of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“People should be worried about 
pollution, people’s health, and the 
noise will annoy everyone.” 

The plans, which were submitted 
on fune 16, are for a ‘flexible gener¬ 
ation facility’ to provide energy for 
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the National Grid off Reach Road in 
Burwell. 

Details of the plan suggest the gen¬ 
erator will have 20 unmanned 89 litre 
engines - equivalent to 1,000 car en¬ 
gines. 

The generators will be used inter¬ 
mittently but plans do not detail how 
long they will be used per day. 

The plans have received 27 re¬ 
sponses from concerned neighbours, 
mainly regarding sound and air pol¬ 
lution. 

Mr Clarke, who will give a presen¬ 
tation on the plans at a village meet¬ 
ing at Burwell Church at 7pm on 
Wednesday wants to raise awareness 
of the plans and “put pressure” on lo¬ 
cal council to stop the development. 

“We need to act now before it’s too 
late,” he said. “We all need to com¬ 
ment on these plans and make sure 
they do not happen.” 

Consultation ends on Septem¬ 
ber 29, before being decided by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council on 
October 4.

Land has 
been sold 

THE woman who offered 
her land to travellers on the 
condition they "ruin" the 
nearby village has sold it. 

Linda Watson, 48, has 
made a deal to sell her 
£350,000 plot in Kirtling, 
which she has owned for the 
past 17 years, according to 
the Daily Mail. 

She could not be reached 
for comment but previously 
said: "One traveller group 
has given me an offer and 
I'm going to show them 
around the land soon. 

"They are a proper 
traveller group and they are 
planning to pay me a good 
price for it. 

"This is good news for me 
but I'm not sure if it is good 
news for the village." 

Ms Watson has put 
in several planning 
applications on her land to 
improve her business and 
way of living, including a 
small home for herself and 
her partner. 

However, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council did not think her 
business plan was viable, so 
they rejected the plans. 

Ms Watson, who has 
been involved in the racing 
industry for most of her 
life, has now been forced to 
reconsider her position.

A POLICE investigation has 
been launched after death 
threats were made to a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire woman offer¬ 
ing land to travellers on the 
condition that they “ruin the 
village”. 

Linda Watson, 48, has 
now made a deal to sell her 
£350,000 plot in Kirtling, 
near Newmarket. 

She has previously said 
she would be the “happi¬ 
est woman going” if travel¬ 
lers took up her offer to stay 
on the two-and-a-half-acre 
piece of land because she 
thinks neighbours who live 
in the village are “so far up 
their own backsides”. 

But she has now been is¬ 
sued with death threats and 
Cambridgeshire police are 
investigating. 

A force spokeswoman 
said: “We are currently in¬ 
vestigating reports of mali¬ 
cious communications sent 
to a woman in her 40s from 
Kirtling.” 

Ms Watson lives in a cara¬ 
van at the Coedendderw 
Stud in Bradley Road, where 
she has worked as a horse re¬ 
habilitation professional for 
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seven years. 

She has put in several 
planning applications on her 
land to improve her business 
and way of living, including 
a small home for herself and 
her partner. 

However, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
rejected the plans. 

Ms Watson has now been 
forced to reconsider her stay 
there. 

A spokesman for the au¬ 
thority said Ms Watson 
would have to get approval 
for changing the use of her 
land before she could invite 
travellers to camp there. 


Ms Watson was unavail¬ 
able for comment but pre¬ 
viously told the News : “We 
have a fantastic plot of land. 
Two and a half acres. It’s got 
electric, water, scenery - it’s 
a gorgeous place. 

“I would be the happiest 
woman going if I could get 
travellers on my land. In an 
ideal scenario, I would love 
them to buy it - but I’m go¬ 
ing to walk away. 

“My only stipulation is 
that they ruin the village. 

“Everyone in Kirtling is so 
far up their own backside.” 

The travellers who had 
pitched up on the former St 
Felix School site moved on 
Friday and are believd to be 
on land in Fordham owned 
by Cambridge University.

HUNDREDS of people lined 
Newmarket’s streets as the 
Tour of Britain came to town. 

Despite the grey and wet 
start to the day the mood 
could not be dampened as 
stage six of the tour got go¬ 
ing from the High Street on 
Friday. 

Visitors travelled far and 
wide from across the region, 
including Cambridge, St Ne- 
ots and Bury St Edmunds. 

Nicola Sheail was there 
with 3-year-old son Daniel. 
She said: “It’s really exciting 
for the race to be coming 
through Newmarket and it’s 
a once in a lifetime opportu¬ 
nity for the kids.” 

This is the first time the 
Tour of Britain has come to 
Newmarket. 

Mark Leyland, tour start 
manager, said: “We are all 
very excited to be welcom¬ 
ing the riders and the public 
for stage six of the race.” 

Newmarket really got into 
the spirit of the event. Shop 
windows were adorned with 
bunting and flags, and 
someone even 
wrapped an 
entire bike 
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in the British flag and hung it 
from the window of a flat on 
the High Street. 

Big screens were also dot¬ 
ted throughout the High 
Street for anyone who 
couldn’t get up close to the 
action. 

As the start of the race 
dawned, the biggest fans 
were the dozens of school 
children who braved the 
soggy streets to cheer on the 
competitors and see cycling 
heroes. 

Miss Cox, from All Saints 
Primary School, said: “We’ve 
come here to celebrate our 
love of cycling, which is great 
for the whole school and 
strengthens the love of sport 
and cycling.” 

Some of the teams were 
presented with good luck 
banners made by local school 
children ahead of the race. 


Jacob Hennessy gave them 
something to shout about as 
he signed in to the race. The 
St Neots cyclist is competing 
for the British team. 

Even the police escort 
could not contain its excite¬ 
ment. Officers from across 
the UK were picked to fol¬ 
low the race, from its starting 
point in Edinburgh on Sun¬ 
day all the way to the finish 
line in Cardiff. 

Ali Bonar, of Durham Con¬ 
stabulary, said: “We all came 
together for a training day in 
Edinburgh and are follow¬ 
ing the race until the end. 

It’s a long tiring week 
but great, especially 
seeing the kids ex¬ 
cited along the 
route.”

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Nothing new in 
council report 

WELL, it's that time of year again, 
when the East Cambs District Council 
end of year report slithers it's way 
glossily on to my door mat, usually 
accompanied by a deep sigh and 
eyes rolling skywards. 

What a self-congratulatory, virtually 
content-free piece of twaddle this 
really is. 

I duly scanned it, on it's way to the 
recycle bin, and did find a couple of 
snippets of (mis) information worthy 
of comment. 

ECDC have decided to "In¬ 
source" waste collections and street 
cleaning - I wonder if this decision 
has anything to do with a decade 
of negative, against inflation, public 
sector pay rises? 

Interesting that ECDC claim an 
initial saving of £250,000 by not 
undertaking the EU Procurement 
Process - hmm. Here is an extract 
from the Centre for Economics and 
Business Research: "A competitive 
procurement process following a full 
EU procedure costs an average of 
£45,200, with £8,000 of those costs 
borne by the public sector employer. 
This compares to an EU average cost 
of £23,900, making UK public sector 
procurement processes 90 per cent 
more expensive than the EU mean." 

It is very clear from this that the 
£250,000 figure is pure invention 
and bares no relationship whatsoever 
with the truth! Perhaps this is the Ely 
Tory's version of the £350 million per 
week writ large on the side of the big 
red Brexit bus? How can we believe 
anything that these people tell us? OK 
ECDC, so that's £242,000 not saved, 
it will be interesting to see how much 
the new waste contract does actually 
cost. 


On affordable housing it appears 
that "Hopkins Homes", the phase 1 
developer for the massive Ely North 
site can only manage a measly 10 
per cent "affordable units" whereas 
the eight Community Land Trusts 
in the district are achieving 30 
per cent affordable homes within 
their developments - perhaps 
ECDC should make all designated 
building land into Community Land 
Trusts, that way we would solve the 
affordable housing crisis in the district 
at a stroke. 

In this same ludicrous document 
ECDC publishes the starkly disturbing 
figures on adult and child obesity 
whilst trumpeting the successful 
opening of the Ely Leisure Village 
which contains no less then five fast 
food outlets at which one would be 
hard pushed to find anything on the 
menu that doesn't contribute towards 
the obesity epidemic. 

Well done ECDC, another great 
year of no change.

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Social services 
‘split up family’ 
over nappy rash 


A MOTHER has spoken out 
after a hospital visit ended 
with her partner being ac¬ 
cused of abuse and the fam¬ 
ily torn apart. 

Jasmine Yates, 20, and 
Kevin Gardiner, 31, from 
Haverhill, took one-year-old 
Amara to West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital over concerns about a 
rash on her leg. 

But prior to any tests being 
run, social services and the 
police arrived and accused 
Kevin of abuse, separating 
him from Jasmine, Amara, 
and her half-sister Gene¬ 
vieve, who was 10 days old at 
the time. 

Jasmine said: “It’s been 
hard and emotionally drain¬ 
ing for us all. I knew there 
was something wrong with 
my daughter and it just felt 
like no one was listening. 

She said: “It started so in¬ 
nocently. I got Amara out of 
bed to change her nappy and 
noticed a rash on her thigh. 

“I took her to the doctor 
and he said we should go to 
the hospital and sent me out 
to the waiting room while he 
made the phone call. “ 

According to Jasmine and 
Kevin, as soon as they ar¬ 
rived at the hospital on June 
29, staff treated them with 
suspicion and suggested the 
mark on their daughter’s leg 
was a burn. 

They said it took 24 hours 
to run tests which bred more 
worry and frustration. 

Jasmine said: “After the 
hospital said it was a burn

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they said we had to stay the 
night. I could stay with Am¬ 
ara but Kevin was told he 
had to go home and would 
have to come back in the 
morning with our 10-day- 
old daughter so she could be 
checked over.” 

The following day social 
services and police became 
involved as well as a skin spe¬ 
cialist who Jasmine claimed 
was adamant Amara’s mark 
was not a rash or skin infec¬ 
tion despite a swab being 
taken only seconds before 
social services arrived. 

Jasmine said Kevin was 
immediately separated from 
his family and was not al¬ 
lowed to say goodbye to her 
or the two children. 

Rowan Procter, executive 
chief nurse at West Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“We are sorry to hear of the 
distress Ms Yates and her 
family are feeling, and would 
encourage Ms Yates to log 
any concerns formally with 
our patient experience team. 

“The protection of chil¬ 
dren is of utmost importance 
to the Trust, and we have rig¬ 
orous processes in place to 
ensure potentially vulnera¬ 
ble children are safeguarded 
from harm. We apologise for 
any unnecessary stress that 
may have been caused.” 


The family were separated 
for more than a week. 

Kevin told the News he had 
to take time off work while 
the issue was being resolved 
because he found himself 
struggling emotionally. 

Jasmine said: “It was so 
upsetting. We just wanted 
our family together and to 
enjoy time with Amara and 
our new baby. “ 

After a week the hospital 
rang to confirm the mark on 
Amara’s leg was a skin infec¬ 
tion. The couple say they re¬ 
ceived no apology from the 
hospital. Kevin was then al¬ 
lowed to return to his family. 

Kevin said: “I was just over 
the moon. I thought I might 
never see them again.” 

However, for reasons the 
family still do not know, so¬ 
cial services remained in¬ 
volved until last week. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We 
have a statutory duty to 
follow its child protection 
procedures when such con¬ 
cerns are raised. This is par¬ 
ticularly important when we 
receive any referral from a 
specialist consultant within 
a local health authority. 

“We discussed the situa¬ 
tion with the family at the 
time who understood that 
we were following our statu¬ 
tory duties and we conclud¬ 
ed our involvement when we 
received further information 
from the health authority 
following their initial diag¬ 
nosis.” 


Hospital issues apology after 
operating on the wrong patient 


A HOSPITAL has publicly 
apologised after a blunder 
which saw staff operate on 
the wrong patient. 

The 'never event’ - so 
named because they should 
never happen - occurred At 
the West Suffolk Hospital in 
Bury St Edmunds in March 
when the patient had the 
wrong procedure performed. 

The patient suffered no ill 
effects but the hospital has 
not revealed what caused the 
mistake to happen now the 
investigation into the incident 
has finished. 

Rowan Procter, chief 
nurse at West Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: "Very 
disappointingly, a 'never 


event' occurred in March 
relating to an outpatient 
procedure." 

"Although no harm 
was caused to the patient 
involved, we immediately 
undertook a robust and 
thorough investigation. 

"This has now been 
completed and steps have 
been taken to ensure as far 
as possible that this doesn't 
happen again." 

She added: "We take 
incidents like this very 
seriously, as we support the 
philosophy that they are 
wholly preventable. Patient 
safety remains our top priority 
and we work with staff to 
continually improve our 


processes and procedures. 

"We have apologised to 
the patient involved, and are 
grateful for their co-operation 
and involvement throughout 
the investigation process." 

The same report which 
revealed the 'never event' also 
detailed nine other serious 
incidents which included two 
unavoidable or unexpected 
deaths, one the result of a 
trip, slip or fall and the other 
in maternity; six were classed 
as threatening the ability/ 
quality of health care services, 
including five norovirus 
outbreaks which closed wards 
at the hospital, and another 
incident where serious harm 
was caused to a patient.

‘No plans to take control 

1 \ following 

of fire services’ says PCC 


THE Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore has 
announced that he will not 
be pursuing plans to take 
control of Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service. 

Earlier this year Mr Pass- 
more commissioned an in¬ 
dependent review to assist 
his decision making. This 
review concluded there was 
insufficient evidence to sug¬ 
gest a governance change at 
this point would be clearly in 
the interests of economy ef¬ 
ficiency, and effectiveness; or 
public safety. 

Mr Passmore said: “From 
the out-set I said I would 
only consider taking over the 
governance of Suffolk’s fire 
service if it provided clear 
benefit to the county’s tax 
payers. 

“Following an extensive 
options appraisal process, it 
is clear that the benefit from 
a change of governance is 
unlikely to be significant, so 
I feel it is sensible not to take 
this any further for the fore¬ 


seeable future. 

“I am very satisfied that PA 
consulting, who carried out 
the review, has considered all 
the risks and benefits of this 
potential change of govern¬ 
ance. Their thorough report 
highlights some benefits but 
not enough to make a change 
in governance worthwhile.” 

There was provision for 
three new governance op¬ 
tions for fire. The represen¬ 
tation model and single 
employer options were not 
considered by the consult¬ 
ants to deliver sufficient ben¬ 
efits or be viable. 

This left two viable options 
- no change, or the govern¬ 
ance model, in which a new 
Fire and Rescue Service en¬ 
tity would be created and 
governed by the PCC. 

Mr Passmore added: “Suf¬ 
folk Constabulary and Suf¬ 
folk Fire and Rescue Service 
(SFRS) are both relatively low 
cost services and while I un¬ 
derstand the medium-term 
financial position of SFRS is 



protected, the longer-term 
position is less clear. 

“It would be foolhardy for 
me to make such a major 
change to the governance of 
the fire service while this un¬ 
certainty exists. 

“At this point, I think my 
main focus needs to be on the 
challenges the constabulary 
faces and making sure we de¬ 
liver the best possible polic¬ 
ing for Suffolk’s tax payers.” 

The Police and Crime 
Commissioner will continue 


to work closely with Suffolk 
County Council and SFRS to 
identify further collaboration 
opportunities. 

The two services share 
eight joint facilities in Suf¬ 
folk, with stations operating 
in Saxmundham, Felixstowe, 
Woodbridge, Ixworth, Elm- 
swell, Debenham, Framling- 
ham and Clare. Work has 
started on the joint station 
in Newmarket and there are 
plans for further joint sta¬ 
tions in Beccles, Feiston and 
Stowmarket along with some 
further sharing opportuni¬ 
ties of functions in Ipswich. 

“Despite my decision not 
to change the governance 
arrangements at this stage 
this does not mean we will 
not continue to look at every 
opportunity for deeper joint 
working and collaboration 
between our two organisa¬ 
tions to improve service de¬ 
livery and obtain better value 
for money for taxpayers in 
Suffolk,” Mr Passmore said. 

“The next step for my team 


is to meet with the Chief 
Constable, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public protection, Cllr 
Matthew Hicks and his Chief 
Fire Officer and agree how 
we will take the recommen¬ 
dations of this report forward 
together.” 

Cllr Matthew Hicks, Suf¬ 
folk County Council cabinet 
member for environment 
and public protection, said, 
“In Suffolk we have really 
been pushing ahead with 
blue light collaboration be¬ 
tween our fire and rescue 
service and the police, work¬ 
ing together and with the 
sharing of fire and police sta¬ 
tions. In fact we’re held up 
nationally for it. 

“Suffolk County Council 
and the fire and rescue ser¬ 
vice have been heavily in¬ 
volved in this process and 
feel strongly that regardless 
of governance arrangements, 
we will continue to work 
closely and share resources 
so that we can continue to 
keep people in Suffolk safe.”

Small miracle 
as vets battle 
to save Jago 


SPECIALIST vets in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have saved a lit¬ 
tle dog from certain death in 
a 90-minute operation. 

Jago the Yorkshire terrier 
was suffering from a poten¬ 
tially fatal heart defect, in 
which a valve in the artery 
leading from his heart to his 
lungs could not open prop¬ 
erly. 

It meant his heart was un¬ 
der huge pressure and could 
have failed at any moment. 

But experts at Dick White 
Referrals, a specialist vet¬ 
erinary practice at Six Mile 
Bottom, have now revealed 
details of how they treated 
him - and say he’s doing well. 

At the time Jago’s illness 
was diagnosed, he was only 
a tiny puppy, seven weeks 
old, and weighed 1.4 kg-just 
three pounds. 

The vets kept him alive

with temporary medication 
until he was six months old, 
and a bit bigger, before they 
operated on him. 

Even so he was the small¬ 
est dog the surgeons at Six 
Mile Bottom, who special¬ 
ise in helping little animals, 
have dealt with. 

They used a sophisticated 
cardiac ultrasound examina¬ 
tion to detect exactly where 
the problem was, and then 
inserted a miniature balloon 
into the artery. 

This was then inflated to 
expand the artery’s size. 

The op was a success, and 
Jago, now seven months old, 
is doing well. 

He is back with his own¬ 
ers, Jennifer Daniels and 
Melita Chynoweth, at their 


home in Suffolk. 

Jon Wade, head of cardiol¬ 
ogy at the veterinary prac¬ 
tice, said: “Without surgery, 
Jago’s prognosis was looking 
poor. His owners were devas¬ 
tated at the prospect of los¬ 
ing their beloved pet at such 
a very young age and wanted 
to do everything possible to 
give him the opportunity to 
live beyond puppyhood. 

“The procedure in this 
case presented significant 
challenges because of the 
extremely small size of the 
patient.” 

In the 90-minute opera¬ 
tion, Jon and his colleague 
Domingo Casamian-Sorrosal 
performed the surgery using 
catheters and guide-wires 
placed through a small ‘key¬ 
hole’ approach into a periph¬ 
eral vein. 

Jon said: “Jago was the 



smallest dog to undergo 
the procedure at our centre 
to date and is towards the 
lower limit of feasibility for 
interventional cardiology 
procedures. The operation 
required a large amount of 
planning.” 

Jago will go back for a 
check-up soon, and if all is 
well at that time, his progno¬ 
sis will be very good, the vets’ 
practice says.

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I've learned 
how to live in 
the moment 

As Jeremy Vine opens up about dark times, 

HANNAH STEPHENSON catches up with 
the TV and radio presenter to talk regrets, 
road rage and whether or not he is overpaid 


A MID-LIFE crisis left 
popular broadcaster 
Jeremy Vine feeling burnt 
out and seeking the help 
of a string of professionals. 
"Like a lot of people, you get to a 
stage where you are working really 
hard. I was quite late to parenting 
- my first child was born when I 
was 39 - and unless you remind 
yourself what it’s all for, you start 
asking what the point is. 

"I had a little bit of a difficult 
journey," the 52-year-old presenter 
says of the crisis, which hit him in 
2009 and lasted several years. 

"I was a complete misery at 
home and everywhere for a while. I 
wasn't unpleasant, I just went 
quiet. I was in a state of some 
turmoil. Maybe I had a mid-life 
crisis. 

“What they say about people who 
are very ambitious in their teens 
and their 20s, as I was, is that you 
are burning so much fuel that you 
may reach a point where you're 
doing it all but wondering why 
you're doing it." 

One psychologist suggested he 
might need time off work. He 
responded that it was her job to 
keep him working. 

“As a result of that kind of idiocy, 

I wandered around for a long time 
as if wearing a gigantic blob of 
freshly spun candyfloss on my 
head. Nothing, not even hearing 
The Smiths sing Heaven Knows I'm 
Miserable Now, gave me pleasure.” 

He relays the crisis in his new 
book What I Learnt, What My 
Listeners Say And Why We Should 
Take Notice, an autobiographical 
montage of his life and career, 
with anecdotes of his Radio 
2 listeners, political and 
personal encounters, and 
memorable moments of 
his time on Strictly Come 
Dancing and other TV 
shows. 

He reveals that he 
spoke to seven 
different 
professionals, 
including 
counsellors and a 
Harley Street 
psychologist, 
about his 
feelings. 


"Some of the key 
things we've 
learned is that 
you have to be 
in the 

moment. Your 
diary may be 
packed with 
stuff, but 
unless you're 
enjoying where 
you are right now, 
you can't enjoy any of 
it. It will all just be a burden." 

His wife Rachel was very 
supportive, he says. 

"She said, 'Just enjoy 
going out and about and 
enjoy the sunshine. The kids 
(they have two daughters, 

Anna and Martha) are here 
and we all love you! That's all I 
really needed to hear. 

"The crucial thing I learned was 
to meditate and be mindful. When 
I'm at Radio 2 and am totally 
present in the show, listening to my 
listeners, I’ve learned to enjoy it for 
what it is. There's only one moment 
and that moment is now. Gradually 
I pulled clear and was joyful again.” 

One turning point came when he 
went to see folk singer Maddy Prior, 
former lead vocalist of Steeleye 
Span. "I was sitting in the rafters 
somewhere and I just felt joy. I 
thought, 'Oh my God, I'm back!"' 

It's not the only drama he’s had 
in the past few years. 

In 2016 leremy was the victim of 
a road rage incident, in which a 
female motorist screamed abuse at 
him as he cycled in London. He 
videoed it on a helmet camera and 
then posted it online. 

It all ended in a court case and 
jail for the motorist, but Jeremy 
now says he regrets it. 

"My friends say, 'Oh, but you 
were a victim 
of crime! but 
I ended 
up feeling I 
wanted to 
apologise 
to her. On 
the day in 
court, she 
came in with a 
suitcase because she was 
expected to be sent 
to prison. I would 




have been 
happy 
with an 
apology. 
"But in the 
end, it's not 
about me, it’s 
about the state deciding to 
prosecute this person. That's a 
separate issue." 

Earlier this year he hit the 
headlines again when he was 
named the BBC's fourth highest- 
paid on-air talent behind Chris 
Evans, Gary Lineker and Graham 
Norton, with earnings of between 
£700,000 and £750,000. The subject 
inevitably arose on his radio show. 

"Maybe our greatest caller was 
Harry lones, an ex-miner from 
Neath, Glamorgan. He said we 
were all grossly overpaid and that 
he wanted answers. I hadn’t 
actually thought what the answer 
was." 

When Harry asked Jeremy if he 
thought he was overpaid, he said 
he didn't really want to answer 
that, but Harry wasn't giving in and 
asked again. 

"In a funny sort of way, the most 
difficult moment was the best 
moment in my show.” 

Does leremy think he is 
overpaid? 

"Having had chance to 
think about it, yes, 
compared with my 
mother, who was a 
doctor's receptionist and 
my father who was a 
college lecturer, but not 
compared to the 
presenter of The Breakfast 
Show (Chris Evans), who 



is apparently on three times as 
much. 

"I do a lot of different things and 
you can see the logic, but I'm 
acutely aware of what Harry Jones 
thinks about it and what it must 
look like to my mum and dad.” 

He's been with the BBC for nearly 
30 years and it was coming up to 
25,000 calls to his Radio 2 show, 
which prompted the book. 

While callers often express their 
anger on air, Jeremy is not one to 
express his opinions or emotions. 

"You can have values, but you 
can't have views," he reflects. 

"Obviously, if there's some 
terrible murder, you are allowed to 
express how terrible that is. I can 
be cross about litter but I can't take 
political positions. 

"Some of the most aggravating 
stuff of our time I can't have a view 
on. I need to not have a view on 
how Theresa May's conducting 
Brexit. But it's a small price to pay 
for having the best job in the 
world." 

Jeremy still meditates, which 
helps to keep him grounded, and 
he continues to enjoy the moment. 

"I try to spend a bit of time in the 
zone after the morning Radio 2 
meeting, because otherwise all I'm 
doing is tapping my 
smartphone or going on 
Twitter - and it's not that 
good for the soul.”

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

LH Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO: 


Q Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate.

disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

Q Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move.

2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


Q Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes.

Q Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

Q Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number.

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ROAD TEST 

F EW cars turn heads like the 
Toyota C-HR. 

Its dramatic styling hints at 
something special and it is, for most 
parts. 

The latest Toyota offering in the 
compact SUV sector where it was 
solely represented with the RAV4 
could not be more different to its 
stablemate. 

There is a good 11 model line-up 
in the C-HR (Coupe High Rider) 
range utilising three trim levels, front 
or all-wheel-drive and 1.2 petrol or 
1.8 petrol and electric motor. 

We previously drove the 120bhp 
1.8 hybrid C-HR which was slower 
but more economical thanks to its 
advanced powertrain, so we opted 
for the companion 1.2 turbo-petrol 
for this evaluation, although they 
both used continuously variable 
transmission and had front wheel 
drive only. 

The 1.2-litre petrol engine is 
typical of today's units and has been 
optimised for performance with 
parsimonious petrol consumption, 
and we returned a regular figure 
over 40mpg without any particular 
effort. 

It pulled well for such a small 
engine in a car weighting about 1.4 
tonnes but the combination of the 
continuously variable transmission 
and the limited capacity available 
meant it had to work hard if there 
were a couple of passengers and 
this was reflected in the economy 
overall. 

The steering did not have a sharp 


feel to its action but it was always 
smooth, needed little effort and 
displayed a good turning circle and 
no vibration at speed. 

Access is good to the front, 
slightly more restricted into the back 
because of the roofline, but once 
seated the comfort is adequate for 
four so long as they are not too 
long-legged in the back. 

Heating and ventilation is good 
throughout and the oddments room 
is a bit challenging but reasonable, 
which is what might also be written 
of the boot space, which seems a 
bit too small in this family runabout 
model. 

For a family car it's well equipped 
to keep occupants safe and reduce 
likely accidents from parking 
incidents or nose-to-tail touches in 
queues. 

You have quite good vision to 
front and sides, big wipers and very 
good headlights but you do need 
to be careful reversing as the high 
tail and wide rear pillars can hide 
pedestrians and obstacles and you 
cannot rely on any technology to be 
entirely fool-proof. 

On the open road it performs 
well, responding to accelerator, 
brakes and steering with precision 
and power so you're never left 
wondering if something will work. 

Perhaps the 1.2 T automatic C-HR 
will not be the best seller in the 
series, but it's a good performer on 
the road and possibly what a lot of 
drivers want. The looks you don't 
have to pay more for.

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KIA WE GO: The 
'perfect car' to 
travel around 
a country like 
New Zealand 



I T'S not 'all black' in New Zealand 
if you'll pardon the pun as I 
discovered during a three-week visit 
where I clocked up a few thousand 
miles in a pure white Kia Sportage, 
writes Maxine Ashford. 

If ever any proof was needed that 
the Korean car maker has come on in 
leaps and bounds over recent years, 
then the success story in the Land 
of the Long White Cloud, as New 
Zealand is affectionately known, is the 
ultimate proof. 

In a country where the pick-up 
truck is the go-to vehicle for its hard¬ 
working and practical approach to life 
along with go-anywhere capabilities, 
it's the Kia Sportage that is gaining 
all the attention and grabbing the 
headlines among the car-driving 
populace. 

And it has now reached the heady 
heights of being New Zealand's best¬ 
selling passenger car. 

That's a status the company is very 
proud of as Todd McDonald, general 
manager, Kia Motors New Zealand, 
explained: "The Kia Sportage has 
won a special place in the hearts of 
New Zealand motorists thanks to the 
combination of stylish good looks, 
performance, economy, excellent 
passenger space and comfort - it's an 
incredibly competitive vehicle. 

"To date, it is the best-selling SUV 
of any brand in New Zealand for the 
first six months of 2017. Just to put 
that into perspective, the top selling 
vehicles in New Zealand are the 
Ford Ranger and Toyota Hilux pick¬ 
ups, which are usually purchased as 
double cab models. Although they can 


carry five passengers, they are classed 
as light commercial vehicles, so that 
makes the Sportage the most popular 
passenger car in New Zealand, as well 
as the most popular SUV." 

During my visit, I was driving the 
Sportage EX 2.4 model with petrol 
engine and all-wheel-drive - an 
engine we don't get in the UK where 
the Sportage range offers a 1.6-litre 
petrol or 1.7 and 2.0-litre diesels. 

Although diesel is much cheaper 
at the pumps than petrol in New 
Zealand, there is an additional charge 
to drivers. 

Petrol prices range from NZ$1.97 
per litre to NZ$2.06 for premium 
fuel which equates to about £1.12 
to £1.17 depending on the rate of 
exchange. 

Diesel is priced much lower at 
NZ$1.29 which would be just 73p 
per litre but then there is a Road User 
Charge (RUC) that must be purchased 
in advance. 

This is based on the number of 
kilometres a vehicle travels. RUC is 
levied on a graduated scale, based 
on the weight of the vehicle, so light 
passenger vehicles pay a small amount 
per kilometre and large 50-tonne 
trucks pay a large sum. 

Heavier vehicles pay more because 
they are deemed to cause more 
damage to roads. 

However, even though diesel 
passenger vehicles pay the least, it 
works out similar to the cost of petrol 
for most small cars and SUVs, when 
the RUC and fuel costs are added 
together. 

Anyway, there was no need for me 


to be concerned about mileage as 
I was in a petrol-driven vehicle and 
the first thing I noticed about the car 
was the number plate. How cool is 
it to drive a Sportage around with a 
registration plate that reads KIA121. 

Our car was priced at NZ$41,990 
(plus on road costs) which equates to 
£23,870 and it was certainly a head- 
turner thanks to its distinctive tiger- 
nose grille, sweeping light clusters with 
LED daytime running lights, a sculpted 
bonnet, low roofline, chiselled rear 
end and smart 18-inch alloys. Move 
inside the five-door model and the 
interior is equally impressive with an 
ultra-modern, clutter-free cabin and 
oodles of technology to explore. 

There are lots of soft-touch surfaces 
and the dashboard is horizontal in its 
layout. 

The upper section houses the 
seven-inch colour touchscreen and 
the lower part, referred to as the 
'control area', is where all controls 
for the sound system and climate 
control are located. Other features 
on the test car included leather 
upholstery, heated seats, dual zone 
air conditioning, a six-speaker sound 
system along with a reversing camera 
and parking sensors. 

Obviously, storage space was of 
paramount importance as we were 
constantly on the move and I can 
happily report back that the Sportage 
has a boot big enough to swallow two 
huge suitcases, a couple of daypacks, 
coats and the usual supplies of 
snacks and refreshments - and that's 
before you explore the numerous 
storage options scattered throughout 


the cabin, including a good-sized 
glovebox, door pockets and practical 
cup holders. 

As our visit coincided with the 
beginning of winter it was reassuring 
to know we had all-wheel-drive 
capabilities even though the worst 
side of Mother Nature we saw was 
a few minutes of sleet and some 
unthawed overnight frost at the side of 
the road. 

That said; it did rain lots and there 
was a fair amount of surface water at 
times, but nothing that troubled the 
Sportage. 

When it comes to the Sportage's 
performance it was difficult to find 
fault. The acceleration was smooth 
through the six-speed automatic 
gearbox, the road-holding was 
assured, the steering precise and there 
was no sign of body roll into corners. 


The cabin was well-insulated against 
engine, road and wind noise and the 
highly-efficient suspension system 
ironed out any bumpy surfaces, which 
to be fair, were few and far between. 

The fuel gauge did drop quite 
quickly if I were to be particularly 
picky and the car has an official mpg 
of 33.2mpg with carbon emissions of 
199g/km, but that was my only minor 
gripe. 

And as one would expect, the 
Kia Sportage is packed with safety 
specifications and scored highly in 
New Zealand's equivalent to Euro 
NCAP testing called ANCAR 

The Sportage is a perfect car to 
travel round a country like New 
Zealand and we felt completely lost 
when we handed it back and had to 
choose between public transport and 
walking for our last couple of days.
